the teachers. Misses Chase and Obar; “The 
Bootblacks;” 
“ The Mothers, K ind and 
Dear;”, ring song; march. 
It was a great treat to the hundreds of 
spectators who had never before witnessed 
a kindergarten exhibition to see the little 
ODC-s go through their graceful exercises, 
all so perfectly timed to the m usic of the 
piano. 
Expressions of admiration were 
heard on every hand, and it is safe to say 
that not one of those present last night 
failed to be deeply impressed w ith what 
they saw and heard. 
The public should 
bear in m ind the fact that to a few public- 
spirited and benevolent ltdies of the city, 
aided by m onthly subscriptions from citi­ 
zens, are they indebted for these schools 
that are doing so much for the little ones. 
There is no longer any necessity for “street 
Arabs” of either sex. 
The kindergarten is 
the channel through which a noble work 
of reclamation is going on in the land, and 
the people should see to it tb a tth ev a r e 
fostered w ith care. 
In these schools,'chil­ 
dren who have hom e only iu nam e have 
instilled itto their hearts and m inas senti­ 
m ents of love, and all the refining inilu- 
ences of a perfect hom e are thrown about 
them . 
The country cannot have too m any 
such schools. 
After the kindergarten 
exercises last 
evening tbe visitors to the play-ground 
amused them selves by participating in the 
various games, etc. 
Cinderella was “ at 
hom e, as usual, and owing to the nnusual 
num ber of littie “ tots ’ present her recep­ 
tion was an extended one. 
The children 
taking part in this interesting feature are 
all pupils o f the Marguerite Free Kinder­ 
garten, and received their training a’ the 
hands of their teacher, Miss Pullm an. The 
several characters are represen led as fol­ 
lows :

AN ELEGANT BOOTH. 
Photography has takeu rank am ong the 
h n ea ris. 
But that is not a full develop­ 
m ent of it that confines it to portraiture. 
T he practical, broadly useful photographic 
artist in this utilitarian age is the one who 
m anifests versatility, ability to bandie any 
subject presented to him . from the most 
finished portraiture to the most elaborate 
spe ctacle or extended landscape; from the 
ordinary cabinet pie!uro to life size and 
heroic work. 
A s such an artist, we must 
class 0 A. G rtgory of Sacramento, if we 
are to judge by the exhibit he m akes of his 
work iu au elegant parlor booth upon the 
terrace above the gallery in tbe east end ot 


the Pavilion, from which point the best 
birdseye view of the exhibition is to be 
had. 
Here is portraiture, landscape, stat­ 
uary, groups and all the detailed manifesta­ 
tions of the art, from the sim plest sm all 
order to the most important and elaborate 
view . 
The entire collection w ill bear close 
and critical exam ination; there is not a 
piece in it that does not testify to the 
patient, cultivated artist, of that'fine but 
strong 
judgm ent 
and 
that 
delicate 
taste 
that 
must 
be 
the 
attributes 
of 
a true worker in art. 
Attention is called— 
and this is sincere judgm ent, not the sug­ 
gestion of its beneficiary—for particular 
exam ination in portraiture to the portraits 
of Byron McOreary, of the daughter of 
General Cosby, of Miss Ethel Deuel, of Mrs. 
Turner, ami of Mrs. Lindley. all of this 
city. These splendid pictures tell their own 
story, not or.lv of the skill o f the photo­ 
grapher with the camera, but of the artistic 
work expended upon tbe plate in study of 
light and shade after it leaves the dark 
chamber and before it is sent to print. For 
statuesque subjects we call attention to the 
figute “Nydia, ’ posed by Miss Deuel, a 
fine m arble-like 
statue 
against a per­ 
fectly black and original ground that has 
all the softness, and yet all the depth of 
night itself; to the figure “H ebe,” posed by 
Miss Bennett, a graceful attitude, in which 
the fine taste of the artist is made manifest 
in the direction it had. These are but a very 
fesv exam ples that prove the superior char­ 
acter of Mr. Gregory’s work. ' But there 
are m ultitudes of sm aller works on which 
the same testim ony is unm istakably writ­ 
ten. 
It is the ensemble of his work that es 
tablishes the character of the artist. 
In 
children’s heads, in duos and trios of faces, 
in large 
groups—the m ost 
difficult to 
handle because of the contrasts 
of the 
individual subjects—Mr. Gregory’s high 
ability as 
a 
photographic 
artist, 
his 
knowledge of the 
requirements of his 
profession, and his skill in m anipulating 
the instrum ents by which his achieve 
ments are attained, his proofs of ability 
are seen. 
In a room adjacent his exhibit 
Mr. Gregory takes portraits by electric 
light, having succeeded in that difficult ex ­ 
posure to artificial light, admirably. 
By 
the way, nightly iu Gregory’s booth som e 
young people in shaker garbs give quaint 
entertainments. 


TH E MUSIC DISPLAY. 
The largest display of m usical instru­ 
ments iu the Pavilion is made by John F. 
Cooper, of Sacramento. 
It is, in fact, the 
largest display made for many years in that 
line. 
Mr. Cooper show s chiefly—though 
he exhibits organs and other instrum ents— 
the Mathusbefc pianos in all their various 
styles. The exhibition, which is made in the 
art gallery, is one of striking richness, since 
the polished woods of the pianos, their fin­ 
ish, arrangement and decoration make the 
inclosnre used a very handsom e one. 
It is 
unnecessary in this place to enter into de­ 
tails concerning the specific claim s of the 
M athushck—they have b.*;en frequently set 
forta in these colum ns, and the advantsges 
of the iron frame, and of the bashing pins, 
of the peculiar viriues of the manufacture 
and the high plane they have attained 
in 
public 
approval—the 
purpose 
is 
to 
call 
attention 
to 
Mr. 
Cooper’s 
display at the Pavilion and invite exam in­ 
ation of it. 
A remarkable thing concern­ 
ing the exhibit is, that a large number of 
pianos have been sold out of it, more, in ­ 
deed, than ever before made by any piano 
exhibitor at the Stale Fair, there bring 
eight already sold and two more bargained 
for. 
Several of the e sales of M athusheks 
from the fair exhibit have been made to 
people of critical m nsic judgm ent and fine 
taste in the selection of pianos, and in one 
instance one of the sales is to a music 
teacher and accomplished pianist who is 
widely and popularly known in California 
as a very superior artist. 
There are now 
no prem ium s offered at the fair for im ­ 
ported pianos. 
But at the la3t fair, when 
such premiums were offered, Mr. Cooper 
show s the record that tbe M athushek took 
the premium over fourteen others, and 
year before last the M athushek won the 
silver medal at the M echanics’ Institute 
Fair, San Francisco, over all others. 
In 
Sapramento and vicinity there are eleven 
hundred M athushek pianos in use, and not 
a failute has been noted am ong them in 
twenty years. 
Mr. Cooper carries a largo 
stock ot various kinds of pianos, organs, 
wind, reed and string instrum ents, sheet 
m usic and genera! m usic supplies at his 
storeroom, Seventh and J strc-its, in this 
city. 
SPECIAL MENTION. 
Prom inently displayed near the center 
of the main hall is tbe exhibit made by 
San Joaquin county of her varied products. 
San Joaquin ranks as one ot the most pro­ 
ductive and wealthiest of the farming 
counties of the great San Joaquin valleyi 
Her grains and truit and w ine have won 
for her an enviable nam e abroad, w hile her 
chief city, Stockton, is becom ing noted for 
her manufactures. 
The San Joaquin county exhibit at the 
State Fair embraces all tbe cereals and 
vegetables known to the valley section of 
California. 
T he display also includes pre­ 
served and dried fruits in great variety, and 
taken altogether, her people have made a 
strong bid for the Society's premium. 
A m ong the prom inent displays of agri­ 
cultural im plem ents made in Agricultural 
H ail at the Pavilion, is that of A. & A. 
H eilbron, of 217 and 2Í9 J street, this city. 
The exhibit shows a large variety of farm­ 
ing machinery o f the m ost improved de­ 
signs and patterns. 
The m ost noticeable in 
tbe collection are the new model pulveriz­ 
ing rotary disc harrow, with seeder attach­ 
ments: San Jose riding cultivators, Cassadv 
gang plows, Peoria sulky plows, 
Oliver 
chilled and Peoria steel plows, McCormack 
steel frame m ow ing machines, Roseville 
iron frame harrows, cider m ilis, seed sow ­ 
ers, feed cutters, cultivators, buggies, wag­ 
ons, spring wagons, carts, cultivators, and 
a large assortment of butchers’ supplies. 
The 
well-know n 
reputation 
of 
this 
firm 
is 
a 
sufficient 
guarantee 
to 
the 
farming 
interests 
of 
the 
coast 
to 
say 
that 
everything in their 
line 
offered is standard in all particulars. 
A 
reference to each article in the above list 
with regard to respective merits is unnec­ 
essary, for the entire display is made up of 
a class of goods with which the farm­ 
ing com m unity 
is as 
familiar ss the 
dealer. 
Interested parties and all others 
are invited to visit the above trade display. 
Attendants are in charge who take pleasure 
in giving the utmost attention to the pub­ 
lic. 
Before closing this review wc desire to 
call the attention of butchers to the fine 
show ing of butchers' supplies made. 
No 
better assortment can be tound iu the State 
than made by this house. 
Miss L. Schubert s display of art needle­ 
work is still the attraction for iadies. 
All 
w ho go to the Pavilion should make it a 
point to visit her department, w hich is lo­ 
cated in the south gallery. 


H u m b o ld t. 
The H um boldt county exhibit comes 
from a greater distance than any other 
State exhibit. 
Yet, though transported 
hundreds of m iles, it loom s up am ong 
those of the first rank. 
H um boldt is one 
of the m ost lforthern of our sea coast 
counties. 
Its length is 103 m iles, by an 
average width of 40 m iles, and it thus em ­ 
braces an im m ense territorv for a county. 
It has four good harbors.'that of H um 
boldt Bay being an especially large and 
safe one. 
There is not a better watered or 
timbered county u on the California coast. 
The annual fall of rain ranges from thirty 
to forty inches, insuring crops of all kinds 
It is favored by num erous living streams, 
securing the county unexcelled drainage. 
In redwood growth H um boldt is splend­ 
idly endowed. 
The redwood exhibits in 
Hum boldt's display in the Pavilion proves 
that there is nothing in the hall possessing 
greater practical interest. 
It w ill repay the 
visitor to exam ine the new industry in this 
wood represented by tine sashes, Min is 
and doors. 
The claim s made and dem on­ 
strated are that the doors w ill neither 
shrink in heat nor sw ell in wet weather; 
that they are light without sacrifice of 
strength, and that they are susceptible of 
the highest artistic finish ; w hile worked so 
as to show tbe grain, thev are of exceeding 
decorative value. 
It is worth w hile to ex- 
etnroe the new style o f shingles by Mr. 
Lovern. 
They 
are 
grooved, 
or rather 
ribbed, so that ihev neatly fit one into an­ 
other, and cannot therefore slip to one side 
as the com mon shingle does. 
The line 
worked redwood exam ples by Mr. Vance 
will be found to well repay exam ination 
also. 
On the central table in the rear section is 
a great varietv o f fancy boxes, vases, etc , 
worked out o f H nm boldt woods, that are 
exceedingly curious and very handsom e. 
Here, too, are shown slabs for table tops 
from varieties of redwood, som e in rough, 


som e show ing in what a high degree of 
finish the wood is susceptible. 
W e invite 
especial attention to tw o magnificent slabs 
of buhrl, one in rough, one finished to a 
surface equal to that which rosewood w ill 
take. 
This buhrl is a huge outgrowth, or 
excrescence of the tree with no straight 
grain, very hard, compact and with a dark 
m ottled surface underfinisb, that is beauti­ 
ful in its wild and variegated contorticgs 
of the grain. 
It is far more intricate in 
these 
weird convolutions 
than 
curled 
maple, and at the sam e tim e far more beau­ 
tiful than tbe tichest and m ost gnarled of 
other California woods. 
A sm all exam ple 
of the buhrl is show n in its original state. 
T his buhrl is becom ing very popular for 
m antel, panel, wainscoat, inside trim m ing, 
table tops and like uses. 
It is novel, fills 
all the requirements of the beautiful and 
enduring, and is exceedingly rich iu its 
effects. 
Tbe topography of H um boldt is that of 
a h illy and a m ountainous section. 
But 
there are fiue grazing and grain lands in 
plenty. 
The clim ate of the county is di­ 
versified, according to the variation's o f the 
tim bering, but it is throughout the year 
equable, invigorating, and the atmosphere 
is at all tim es rich in the ozone quality. 
Back from the coast line o f redwood tim ­ 
ber the sum m er is warmer aud the wet 
season cooler, but there are no violent ex ­ 
tremes in either case. 
The soil of H um boldt is fertile, varying 
from black to sandy loam and sedim ent, 
and is capable of producing all staple 
growth. 
Judging by her exhibits, H um ­ 
boldt is certainly entitled to a first place 
in the rank of appie-growers. 
No insect 
pests or extrem es of temperature assail the 
fruit iu H nm boldt, and all the conditions 
are there that favor the highest degree of 
developm ent and strong, healthy growth. 
Oats grown in H um boldt command the 
highest price paid in the San Francisco 
market; 
apples the top price, and wool 
a 
front and 
foremost 
place in 
m ar­ 
ket 
quotations. 
The 
wool 
exam ples 
shown will certainly excite the com m enda­ 
tion of all skilled judges of the article. 
W ool-growing promises in H um boldt to 
assume im m ense proportions. 
H um boldt 
potatoes are noted ail the State over for 
their excellence and are exported in very 
large quantities. 
In dairy products the county occupies an 
enviable place in Facific Coast produce mar­ 
kets. 
Exam ples of prime butter aud AI 
cheese are shown. A ll kinds of vegetables 
are freely gtown. 
Corn and buokwheat are 
cultivated with fine success. 
Though it 
grows well and yields from thirty to sixiy 
bushels, not m uch attention is given to 
growing wheat, since coast hum idity daik- 
ens it and prevents the production of a 
white flour. 
The barley is affected in a 
like manner, but finer feeding barley is 
found nowhere. 
An interesting exhibit is made of skins 
and furs, and no 
other county shows 
leather. 
The leather made in H um boldt is 
t inned in the best methods known to the 
manufacture, and 
the exam ples shown 
prove that a number one article is pro­ 
duced; the tan-bark, clim ate, firm, strong 
hides and all other conditions contributing 
to peculiar success in this industry. 
We notice on the front shelves, besides 
varieties of grapes of fine, firm and rich 
flavor, pears of very superior character, 
the Bartlett notably and the Japanese. 
In 
exam ining the apples, to which reference 
has already been n .aie, let connoisseurs 
keep in m ind that w hile here are som e «f 
the 
fruit weighing 
seventeen 
ounces, 
that none of the apples had attained m a 
tnrity by full two m onths when plucked 
for exhibition at the State Fair. W e notice 
that the corners of the railings are orna­ 
mented with exceeding “ tall oats,” and 
here and there hang from the rails speci­ 
mens of the needle-work o f Hum boldt 
wom en, that staEds to their high credit. 
Further on in the booth we discover a 
great variety of nuts grown in Humboldt, 
from the walnut to the altnond, and su 
pericr peaches also. 
Here, too, are jellies 
and jams put up by H um boldt houswives. 
and so far as sam pled the goods are of 
superior quality—in fact, we find nothing 
in H um boldt’s display that is poor. 
It 
show s no wine, but it exhibits several prod­ 
ucts instead that no other county exhibi­ 
tors present for attention. 
The sugar beets shown attract much de­ 
served 
attention. 
A W atsonville beet- 
grower, w ho was never in Hnm boldt, yes­ 
terday exam ined these beets, and pro­ 
nounced them superior to those grown 
upon the Santa Cruz coast for saccharine 
quality, and expressed surprise that the 
Hum boldt people have not engaged in 
sugar beet growing extensively. 
One of the exhibits is located in the yard 
north from the Pavilion. 
It is a new kind 
of w indm ill, manufactured by H . H . Nie- 
bur, of Ferndale. 
It is of peculiar con ­ 
struction. 
The fau-wheel is between and 
rests upon two posts, m uch as a grindstone 
is swung. 
The fans turn on hiDges, each 
one being edgewise to the wind when the 
m ill is not running. 
The posts referred to 
are braced to an upright shaft, which rests 
on a proper support som e ten feet from be­ 
low the platform of the .rame proper. 
Those interested in this order o f motors 
should exam ine this new 
m ill, which 
operates according to well-known m echan­ 
ical laws, but which in their adoption 
economizes m otive force, and gives the 
m axim um of power. 
H nm boldt county, let us say in conclu­ 
sion, offers peculiar inducem ents to the 
liomeseeker. 
No "boom ” has struck it to 
demoralize its people; its business rests on 
a sound commercial basis; it deals in sta­ 
ples only ; there is nothing of the specula­ 
tive or sensational about the population of 
the cities and towns or the rural parts. Th? 
coun‘y is rich, prosperous, the moral tone 
of the people high, and the clim atic and 
sanitary advantages of the section of a fine 
order. 
The schoc-ls are plentiful and well 
officered; churches are numerous, and pub 
lie-spirited organizations and institutions 
of varions kinds exist in am ple number. 
Logging, luinbsrinz, ship-building—now a 
most important business—aud wool-raising 
are the great leading industries. 
But the 
county lias mineral wealth, aud gold ledges 
and placers are being successfully open* d 
up and worked, and coal of a good quality 
has been discovered. 
There is not only every reason to believe, 
but it is a conclusion that is reached by all 
observers, that when the county—asitso o n 
w ill be—is connected with the great valleys 
by railways, H um boldt w ill spring into 
splendid importance. 
Lands now used 
only for grazing, w ill then become valua­ 
ble for truit tree and vine ; the olive, grape, 
pear and alm ond w ill be grown for com ­ 
merce, and industries of varied character 
w ill spring into activity. 
The population 
has greatlv increased in recent years, and 
in a decade the assessable values have more 
than trebled. 
In conclusion, let us add that H um boldt 
has an area of 2,297,600 acres, or 3,590 
square m iles, and is three tim es as large as 
Rhode Island and one and a h alf tim es 
as large as Delaware. 
It has 921.600 acres 
of timber land, pine, fir, spruce, cedar and 
redwood : 200,(00 acres of madrone. black, 
white and live oak and laurel; 450,000acres 
for agriculture and 500 000 acres for grazing. 
All but 1.000.000 acres is actually assessed. 
The water system with the Klam ath, T rin­ 
ity and Mad rivers and numberless creeks, 
is one of extraordinary character and ad­ 
vantage, offering magnificent and alm ost 
unlim ited water powers. 
The mean tem ­ 
perature in sum m er is sixty-five degrees 
and in winter forty-five. 
It seldom freezes 
in the valleys, but snow falls upon the 
upper m ountains and hills, but remains 
only a short tim e. 
There is no! an acre of 
desert land in the county.

Resolved, That his Excellency, the Governor,

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PUBLIC RELIEF. 


T he speaker in the Conference of Chari 
dies S n the national session held in San 
Irancisco, who made the following re 
marks, struck the keynote of true reform 
in alm shouses: 
The poorhousc should be recognized as a re­ 
formatory. for all poorhouses, as a matter of 
fact, do become reformatories. The Bridgewater 
Reformatory and Poorhouse In Massachusetts is 
uniformly shunned by tramps, because there in­ 
mates are often committed lor a year at a time, 
and all are mace to work. 
Labor in summer is 
ju s t the thing the tramps are not looking for. 
Work in poorhouses takes time to arrange prop­ 
erly , but it can be done, and it ought to be done 
in a llth e poorhouses of the laud. "L et us go 
to work to trv to improve our poorhouses,” he 
sa id ,"a n d one 01 the be.-t ways to work im ­ 
provement is to enforce labor.’’ 
T here is need of some such reformation 
in the almshouses of California for the 
most part. 
As a rule they are managed 
by Boards of Supervisors, the members of 
which have never given thought to even 
the rudim entary principles of rig h t dis­ 
pensation of charity. 
Public relief as a 
science has never been a m atter of concern 
in th eir thought. 
Nor are they to be lie­ 
rated because of these facLs, for such topics 
are the study of the few, and the science 
referred to is really a very modern one 
B ut it rem ains true th at the almshouses 
and poor-famis of California can be ojier- 
atetl at greatly less cost in most cases than 
at present, and w ith greatly more bene­ 
ficial results to the inmates and to the 
public, if the experience of others is 
studied and availed of. W hatever systems 
of employment obtain in these institutions 
now have no relation to those th a t prevail 
in other countries, and they depend upon 
the whim or the narrow conception of 
charity reform th at the Superintendent 
may have. 
H ere and there are found 
model county (Ktorltouses, but the great 
mass in this State are burdens of grievous 
■character, and are administered w ith very 
little attention to the dem onstrated econo, 
mies of approved public relief systems 
There is not, for one thing, th a t uniform ity 
in management throughout the State that 
is essential; 
on the contrary the counties 
are frequently found to be engaged in a 
struggle to unload the poor upon each 
other, and to rid themselves of their in ­ 
digent at the ex fíense of their neighbors ; 
there is in but few instances any systema­ 
tized scheme for useful employment of 
those able to work ; 
and it is rare indeed 
th a t discipline worthy the name is en­ 
forced. 
Poverty and misfortune are in 
these institutions too often treated as 
crimes, rather than as mishaps th at may 
lie rectified, or want of providence th at 
may be reformed. Dr. Wines, the em inent 
philanthropist, at the Conference referred 
to, advised frequent interchange of visits 
■of inspection between Superintendents of 
poor-farms, which is a thing th a t Boards 
o f Supervisors throughout the State ought 
to encourage. 
The benefits of such inter- 
visiting are obvious. 


T h e brutal fellows who looked on and 
perm itted Jackson and A hearn to fight in 
th e ring at St. Louis until the former was 
killed ought to be prosecuted and pun­ 
ished 
for 
m anslaughter. 
T hey knew 
long before the fatal term ination that the 
m en had ceased to “box” and were fighting 
in earnest; they were covered w ith blood 
and manifested all the ferocity of wild 
beasts, but the seconds and lookers on 
sjionged their gory bodies and urged them 
on until Jackson was beaten to death. 
According to all the accounts telegraphed, 
it was the bloodiest ring contest ever w it­ 
nessed. 
The men disregarded science, 
fought with skin tight gloves, and beat 
each other like maniacs. 
Y et they were 
put up, round after round, though the 
floor fairly ran with th eir blood, and 
they wete both wounded and dripping 
w ith 
gore. 
Such 
is 
the 
brutalizing 
eflect of the slogging craze; it so deadens 
he humane instincts and paralyzes the 
ensibilities th at in this case the spec­ 
tators iiecame themselves ferocious, and 
literally turned their thum bs down to have 
•one or the other of the men kilied before 
th e ir eyes. 
T heir passions were inflamed 
th e 
thirst 
for 
blood 
controlled, 
and 
citizens otherwise deemed respectable and 
sensible to humane influences became, for 
th e time, inhum an and bestial and de­ 
m anded a life as a sacrifice. 
Now let tbe 
Iaw step in and read the men of the 
country a lesson it will not soon forget. 
If 
th is St. Ixmis outrage goes unavenged it 
•will follow presently th a t men will be 
knocked down upon the streets and tram ­ 
pled to death to satisfy the taste for blood 
th a t th e slogging craze us stim ulating.

A Y oung M an L oses H is R eason anil is 
F o u n d D ead in th e W oods. 

H elena, September 18th.—Onr town 
was throw n into a fever of excitement 
Monday over the strange disappearance 
from his home of Auguste Rosenbaum, son 
of F. H . Rosenbaum, the San Francisco 
m erchant. 
A bout three o’clock Sunday 
m orning the young m an arose and acted 
very queerly.

W hen 
near Mr. Potterton’s farm he was asked by 
one of tbe boys who happened to be on the 
road, w hat he was doing there. Instead of 
answering, the young m an ran into the 
hills. 
H e was next seen near H enry 
Kahn s place, about one mile farther on. 
A searching party has been out all day 
to-day but can find no trace of the missing 
man. 
Monday his folks rested quite easily 
thinking he had gone to San Francisco, 
where he has relatives living. The father 
secured detectives and searched San F ran ­ 
cisco, but of no avail.

COL. G EO RG E FLOURNOY D EA D . 


C areer o f a P ro m in e n t San F ran cisco 
A tto rn ey C losed. 


S a n F r a n c is c o , September I 8 t h . — Colonel 
George Flournoy, 
of the law firm of 
Flournoy & Mhoon, and father of the City 
and County Attorney, died at 12:40 v. m. to­ 
day at his residence, 003 Castro street. He 
has been unconscious for several days and 
gradually sinking, 
the 
ailm ent 
being 
Bright’s disease of the kidneys. H e was 
taken ill last June at B artlett’s Springs, and 
although be argued the Spring Valiev case 
for the city in June in Judge Hoge’s Court, 
he has not since been himself. 
Colonel Flournoy has a somewhat ad­ 
venturous history. H e was born in Georgia 
about fifiy-seven years ago. 
H is parents 
died when he was quite young. H e en­ 
gaged in various occupations until twenty- 
one years of age, when he began to study 
law, and a lew years latter was adm itted to 
practice in the State Courts of Alabama. 
Then he w ent to Texas. During the ad ­ 
m inistration of Governor Sam Houston he 
was elected Attorney-General of that State. 
H is term of office expired at the beginning 
of the Civil W ar in 1861, and he organized 
a regim ent tor the Confederacy. H e served 
through the whole war, taking part in 
many engagements. 
A t the conclusion of the war Mr. Flournoy 
moved to the City of Mexico, where, for 
several years he practiced law and gained a 
knowledge of the Spanish language that 
afterward proved very serviceable. In 1870 
he went hack to Texas, settling in Galves­ 
ton, but in 1878 he moved to this city, 
where, in 1879, he formed a law partner­ 
ship with John B. Mhoon, son-in-law of 
the late Justice Samuel B. McKee, and the 
copartnership has existed ever since.

A D D ED TO T H E NAVY. 


T he C h a rlesto n T u rn ed O ver to th e Gov­ 
e rn m e n t, a C om plete W ar Ship. 
W ashington, September 18 th.—Secretary 
Tracy has been advised that the report on 
the official trial trips of the Charleston has 
been finished and has been forwarded to 
him . 
H e has received no further official 
information as to the results of the trial, 
but he has private information that the 
horse-power developed was 0,816, or 184 
less than the contract calls for. This will 
necessitate an imposition of $18,400 as 
penalty, unless Congress, owiDg to the de­ 
fective plans of the vessel, will rem it it. 
H enry Scott, of the Union Iron Works 
of San Francisco, and to the surprise of all 
the navy officials, has tendered them the 
Charleston ready for acceptance, and as a 
complete war vessel. 
Usually when ves­ 
sels fail to come up to the requirements, 
the contractors ask tor more trials in order 
to escape the penalties, but here are the 
contractors of the Charleston offering the 
vessel after two official trials. The offer 
will undoubtedly be accepted. 
In speaking of the m atter to the Califor­ 
nia Associated Press reporter. Mr. Scott said 
that of course they would like to have 
come up to the contract, and that if they 
had given the Charleston trial trips for two 
m onths before the official trial, as was done 
by the Baltimore, he believes they could 
have dons so, but dow they were ready to 
turn the Charleston over to tbe Govern­ 
m ent as a fully equipped vessel and to stand 
the penalties. 


CLIM ATIC CHANGES. 


In te re stin g R e p o rt U pon T h em by S ta ­ 
tistic ia n D odge. 


W a s h i n g t o n , September 18th,—Statisti­ 
cian Dodge, of the Agricultural Department, 
has just returned from a trip to the arid 
lands, and has prepared a statem ent refer­ 
ring to transitions in progress which mark 
the advance of rural science and practice 
in the m ountain region. It shows how two 
hundred miles of "d ese rt" beyond the 
fatal barrier of the 100th meridian are be­ 
ing carved into productive farms without 
the aid oí irrigation. 
It does not claim a 
increase of rainfall but a change of climate. 
In cultivated districts there is 
moré 
hum idity o f; atm osphere and dews un ­ 
known before! Am ong the new sources of 
prosperity is Die key to the "rain belt” 
farming, viz: (Jeep plowing, snb soiling, 
and frequent cultivation and processes, the 
very reverse of those practiced by the 
pioneer farmer. Among other transactions 
indicated are the removal to higher eleva­ 
tions of ranch herds, improvement of farm 
animals, of best blood and tendency to 
consolidation of ranch and farm ideas. 
Irrigation problems are touched upon and 
six principle methods of water utilization 
hinted at, viz.. Natural rain falls, irrigation 
by water dew locally available, m ountain 
storage basin, collection and distribution of 
underground currents bv galleries, and 
canals, pum ping and artesian weils.

W ashington, September 18th.—Chair­ 
man Parker, of the committee in charge of 
the Knights Tem plar Triennial Conclave, 
makes the following statem ent as to its 
success : 
"It will be the largest one ever 
known in this country.

Chicago in 1880 is said to be the largest one 
up to that date. 
It was stated that there 
were then 17,000 Templars in line. In San 
Francisco they had about 5,000 K nights in 
line, and in St. Louis there were 8,000.

M ARCH O F C IV ILIZA TIO N . 


In T en Y ear* O u r School System Grow s 
F a s te r T h an O u r P o p u latio n . 
W ashington, September 18th— H. N. 
R. Dawson. Commissioner of Education 
has filed with tbe Secretary of tbe Interior 
his annual report for tbe vear ending 
June 30, 1889. 
In tbe course of bis re­ 
m arks he savs that from an analysis of the 
years 1876-77 to 1886-87, it appears that the 
growth of the system, considering the 
whole country, outstripped during tbat 
period the growth of popula’ion 14 per 
cent. This gain the Commissioner says is 
due entirely to the progress of the schools 
in the Southern sections. Tbe sentim ent 
in favor of free schools, supported by pub 
lie school systems, in the Southern S alts 
has been undergoing unprecedented devel­ 
opm ent under the laws adapted in each 
case to local circumstances, and are now 
practically ail established on a perm anent 
basis. Colored children are apportioned an 
equal share of the school funds, except in 
the State of Delaware, and their schools 
are kept open as long and under as well 
paid teachers as those of tbe white chil­ 
dren. The funds for the support of these 
schools are furnished uiaiuly by the white 
inhabitants. 
Discussing theconditions affecting public 
education, be continued: "The necessity 
that the Southern States are under of m ain­ 
taining two separate sys’ems, should ever 
be borne in m ind. Statistics show tbat 
about 64 per cent, of the white population 
of school age are enrolled, while of the 
colored population only about 33 per cent. 
Compulsory education 'forms no feature of 
theSouthe n school system. ’ 
In tbe course of his rem arks upon the 
public schools in principal cities, the Com­ 
missioner says: 
"In no departm ent of 
city school work is im provem ent more 
manifest than in prim ary schools, and this 
j for the reason, perhaps, that in them was 
| the greatest room for im provem ent." The 
Commissioner says that though thousands 
of dollars have been invested in apparatus 
to be used in tbe development of the mind, 
no provision worthy of serious considera- 
atton has yet been made for strengthening 
the body upon whose sound condition effec­ 
tive m ental effort greatly depends.

SHEEP DOGS. 


BUT ROT THE KIND THAT SHEPHERDS 
HAVE USE FOE. 


T h e S u p rem e C ourt R eversen th e D ecisio n 


in th e Joh n son -M cC on n ell 


D o c C ase. 


Deputy Clerk W illiams of the Supreme 
Court in this city, filed the following opin­ 
ion yesterday: 
T. W . Johnson (appellant) vs. Tbad. Mc­ 
Connell—This is a Sacramento case, in 
which action was brought by the appellant 
against the respondent to recover the value 
of three dogs alleged to have been m alici­ 
ously killed by the latter. The respondent 
adm itted the killing, but justified it on the 
ground that the dogs were at the tim e in 
the act of worrying sheep belonging to his 
m other, and in his charge. 
The Court be­ 
low found the following state of facts: 
“The defendant, in the em ploym ent of 
his mother, Mrs. Ellen M. Wilson, was car­ 
ing for and attending to the sheep upon the 
ranch in Sacramento county. A portion of 
the sheep, consisting of a band of about 
300 ewes, at the tim e heavy w ith lamb, 
were 
in 
another 
field by themselves, 
receiving more attention than the rest. 
On the 
date 
named 
in 
the 
com­ 
plaint, the defendant noticed the ewes 
running about the field followed by three 
or four dogs, which seemed to be chasing 
them . T hinking the sheep in danger, he 
im m ediately went to the house, and pro­ 
curing a repeating rifle returned to the 
field. H e found the ewes still running 
about, greatlv agitated, and pursued by the 
four dogs. Defendant im mediately started 
after the dogs, when the latter, seeing him 
enter the field, turned and ran. when de­ 
fendant pursued and shot three of them in 
quick succession; and as soon as he could 
get in range of them, but not until they 
had got something like a quarter to a half­ 
m ile from where the defendant first started 
after them . None of the dogs were on the 
land or premises of the plaintiflf when 
killed. The defendant had never seen the 
dogs, and did not know to whom they be­ 
longed. 
He killed them because he be­ 
lieved that it was the 
only effectual 
method of preventing them from returning 
and injuring the sheep, and not with any 
malicious or wrongful intent or feeling. 
The effect of tbe chasing of the sheep was 
to greatly worry and injure them , which 
was known to the defendant when he pur­ 
sued and killed the dogs. Thev were in 
fact injured and worried thereby. The 
plaintiff was the owner of the dogs, and 
they had never been known to molest 
sheep before this. They were valuaole 
hunting dogs, trained and educated, and 
were worth $225. 
On these findings the Court concluded in 
favor of the defendant, and rendered judg­ 
m ent accordingly. 
The plaintiff moved for a new trial, 
which was denied, and he appeals. 
The Supreme Court reverses the judg­ 
m ent and says that ranchers have no right, 
after the canines have left their premises, 
to kill dogs that have been worrving their 
sheep. 
The defendant in this case chased 
the dogs off his premises and then shot 
them . The opinion was written by Justice 
W orks, Justices Sharpstein, Patterson and 
Fox 
concurring. 
Justices 
M cFarland, 
Beatty and Thornton filed a dissenting 
opinion, in which the former says : 
“H e was not compelled to wait until the 
dogs had actually seized the sheep to see if 
they were only in playful exercise of an 
‘educated’ trait of character, or if the taste 
of blood would have aroused a barbarous 
instinct derived from their wolfish ances­ 
tors, which would have overcome the disci­ 
pline of their semi civilization. The rule 
that a m an’s intentions m ust be gathered 
from his conduct applies still more forcibly 
to dogs, and if a dog be found chasing 
sheep in a field of his neighbor the com­ 
mon judgm ent of m ankind is that his in ­ 
tent is bad.” 


BRIDGE OF SIGHS. 


T h e S h ell-G a m e T h iev es W ork th e In n o ­ 
c e n t Y o lo ites in M id -R iver. 
Yesterday m orning intelligence was re­ 
ceived at the police station that a “shell- 
game” was in full blast on the Yolo bridge. 
Officers Farrell and Simmons were detailed 
to take charge of the operators. The gamblers 
evidently supposed that, being on the 
bridge, they were outside of the jurisdic­ 
tion of either Yolo or Sacramento coun­ 
ties, and had their game running in full 
blast. 
As soon as the officers put in an 
appearance, however, the captain of the 
pirates gave the command, “Scatter, boys, 
scatter!" and 
tbe 
whole gang readily 
obeyed. Four of the party were captured, 
but the chief operator made his escape. 
The four who were arrested proved to be 
only “cappers,” and were allowed to go.

FAILED TO SHOW UP. 


T h e S p ortsm en F o rg et th e F ish and G am e 
C om m ission 's In v ita tio n . 
State Fish Commissioners Routier and 
H arvey m et at the State Capitol yesterday, 
in pursuance of the notice given a m onth 
ago, inviting the co-operation of sportsmen 
and sportsm en’s clnbs in the m atter of de­ 
term ining the advisability of importing 
game birds from other States and countries. 
Tbe Commissioners held their meeting, as 
stated, but it was a rather dreary one. If 
it bad not been for Deputy Controller Clark, 
Clerk O'Reilly and a couple of newspaper 
men, the Commissioners would have been 
left solitary and aloDe. 
It was facetiously but forcibly remarked 
by one of those present that the" Board bad 
overlooked a very im portant m atter in 
calling tbeir meeting—namely tbe offering 
of prizes for the best pigeon shots of tbe 
State. 
An announcem ent of this kind 
would doubtless have insured a large at­ 
tendance of Bhooters, and possibly a few 
sportsmen would have been found in the 
crowd. 
_ The m atter which the Board m et to con­ 
sider is a very im portant one, and should 
not be slighted by the better class of sports­ 
men of the State. W hile California is 
blessed with a good supply of game, it 
m ust be acknowledged that the varieties 
are limited, and that it would be a very de­ 
sirable thing to have our foothills and val­ 
leys filled with Bob Whites, prairie chick­ 
ens and other species of choice game birds. 
The proposed action of the Commissioners 
also contemplates tbe im portation of wild 
turkeys, and possibly Oriental pheasants, 
English larks aDd other birds. After much 
labor they secured an appropriation by the 
Legislature of a sum sufficient to make a 
good beginning, and are desirous of having 
the active co-operation and assistance of 
sportsmen in the undertaking. 
The Board decided to give the sportsmen 
one more opportunity to be heard, and 
postponed action until after the meeting 
of the State Sportsmen's Association at San 
Jose next m onth. A very attractive shoot­ 
ing contest will then take place, and Com­ 
missioners Routier and Harvey will attend 
and lay the m atter before the assembled 
champions of the several clubs throughout 
the State. 
The only business transacted at yester­ 
day’s meetiDg was to allow tbe gentlemen 
in Calaveras county—the tailings from 
whose smelting works were killing off trout 
—until January next to abate the nuisance.

Judge Spencer presided, 
and in a forcible speech suggested that to 
the figures of Senator Sianford and son 
heretofore proposed, there should be added 
that of Mrs. Stanford, the co-donee in the 
endowment of the Leland Stanford Jr. 
University. 
Speeches receiving the suggestion with 
favor were made bv Judge Reynolds, B. D. 
M urphy, J. A. Clayton, Dr. T hom , Dr. 
Potts, Mitcbell Phillips, C. M. Sfiortridge, 
8. F. Leib, D. R. Moody and others. 
Mr. 
M urphy’s declaration that the committee 
would stand by its chairm an and that the 
building of the m onum ent was a settled 
fact, was heartily applauded and was reiter­ 
ated by m any ot the speakers. 
Judge Spencer, the chairm an, was au­ 
thorized to appoint an executive committee 
and also a committee on design and one to 
obtain a site from the city authorities. 
He 
stated that be would make bis appoint­ 
ments aud request them to begin work at 
once. The question of the site and the 
quality of the m onum ent was informally 
discussed, and sentim ent seemed to favor a 
colossal figure of Senator aud Mrs. Stan­ 
ford and son, carved in sandstone, to be 
set in a niche of the famous A lum Rock, 
in the entrance to Alum Rock canyon, with 
a bas relief of the Sianford University. 
The meeting was [an enthusiastic one, 
and enough men of wealth have given 
their approval to secure the success of the 
project, though it is intended to make the 
testimonial tbe expression of as m any peo­ 
ple as take au interest in it. 
Letters expressing a desire to co-operate 
were read from L. A. W hitehurstof Gilroy, 
W illiam Buckley, Colonel Younger, John 
Lyndon of Los Gatos, and others who 
could not be present. A nother meeting 
will be held next Tuesday. 


STATE BOARD OF TRADE. 


W o r k o f th e T ra v elin g E x h ib it—C au ses o f 
D ev elo p m en t. 
[S. F. B ulletin, Septem ber ISth.] 
A t tue meeting of the State Board of 
Trade yesterday, resolutions, com plim ent­ 
ary to M. M. Estee, a mem ber of the Board, 
who is to leave to-morrow for the East to 
serve as a mem ber of the Congress of 
American States, and expressing the ut­ 
most confidence in bis ability, were adopted. 
In response to questions, Edgar Price, 
who was advance agent with California on 
W heels on its late tour, expressed his con­ 
viction that m any persons would be in ­ 
duced in the course of tim e to remove to 
this State. There is a widespread feeling 
all through tbe Eastern Slates that Califor­ 
nia land is very high in price. Many East­ 
ern residents who desire to come here can­ 
not do so readily because of inability to 
dispose of their lands. The various pro­ 
ducts shown in the exhibition attracted 
attention according to the producing char­ 
acteristics of the country in which the car 
happened to be. 
Mr. Mills spoke of the outlook of the 
fruit-producing industry in this State, and 
moved the appointm ent of a committee to 
ascertain facts regarding its present condi­ 
tion and its prospects. Carried. 
Mr. Em ery spoke of the rapid settlement 
of Dakota, and asked Mr. Mflls for his 
opinion as to its cause. In his judgm ent 
Dakota’s settlem ent was due largely to its 
location, and he questioned if California 
would not have been more rapidly settled 
had it been sim ilarly located. 
In response Mr. Mills expressed the opin­ 
ion that character of population and m eth­ 
ods of land division were factors that 
entered largely into Dakota’s rapid settle­ 
ment. The large tracts of land held in 
California by individuals was one thing 
that bad long operated against its settle­ 
ment. 
It is a notable fact that corn and 
wheat producers went largely to Dakota, as 
that section had a special reputation for 
producing those crops. 
The question of the sort of literature that 
is best to be distributed being raised. Gen­ 
eral Manager Brown spoke at length, m en­ 
tioning the great need of some definite 
knowledge of what is best to be put into 
books to properly convince and guide im ­ 
migrants. 
Mr. Mills said that usually representa­ 
tions of open country ready for settlement 
are more attractive than descriptions of a 
completed, well-settled country. 
It is one 
of tbe most difficult things possible to make 
the Eastern m ind realize that clim aticchar- 
acteristics are of value, and worth paviDg 
for as well as land. The beat pam phlet to 
induce im m igration is that which is the best 
substitute possible for a personal visit. It 
m ust show the settler where he can go to 
the best advantage, where he can work and 
gain a living. 
The comm ittee to report on profits and 
prospects of fruit-growing, as appointed, 
consists of President A. T. H atch, N. P. 
Chipman, of Red Bluff, J. H . Flickmger, of 
San Jose, and E . P. Earle, of Sacramento.

She then left the house, 
and on her return found that Mr. Hamil­ 
ton’s trousers had been cut in the right 
knee and his coat split down the back. 
The knife and garments were offered in 
evidence. 
Mr. Hamilton’s evidence went to show 
particularly that the nurse was very abusive 
toward Mrs. Hamilton. The rent in the 
coat he explained by the fact that early in 
the day on which the stabbing occurred 
they had a family quarrel. The nurse was 
very aggressive. A parasol was also broken 
by the defendant. She wanted a greater 
sum of money than ho was willing to allow 
her on separation. The defendant had 
shown him bruises and scratches inflicted 
by the nurse. 
Mrs. Hamilton testified that her husband 
upheld the nurse, and that she was also 
very abusive to her. She threw her on a 
bed and piaced her knee upon witness' 
stomach, and then the knife, which was 
lying on the bed, was U9ed by her in self­ 
defense. She stated she first met Hamil­ 
ton four or live years ago at Mrs. Brown’s, 
in New York. She afterwards met him on 
the street, and finally he called upon her. 
Neither of her parents were living, and she 
had money left her by her father. She 
said she was no relative to Mrs. Swinton, 
hut met her in a boarding-house at No. 10 
East Twenty-eighth street, where she also 
met John Mann. She was married last 
January to Mr. Hamilton, but declined 
answering if she had been married before 
or was the mother of the baby, Beatrice. 
Mrs. Hamilton said she was afraid to 
call her life her own during the time Mrs. 
Donnelly was in her employ. The nurse 
neglected the baby and drank a great deal. 
The nurse had made threats against her 
life prior to . le eucounter in which the 
witness stabbed her. Before the encounter 
the nurse had attempted to assault her 
with a whisky bottle. Mr. Hamilton put 
the woman out of the room, hot she soon 
returned, screaming, "Let me at her,” and 
a fight ensued. 
The physician who was called to attend 
Mrs. Donnelly said that she was under the 
influence of liquor when he came. 
Mrs. Elizabeth Rupp, proprietress of the 
Noll cottage, was present when Mrs. Ham ­ 
ilton attempted to assault the nurse with 
an infant’s bath-tub. Mrs. Hamilton made 
the remark in her presence, "Ray Hamil­ 
ton, you will have me sent to the gallows 
yet.” 
Both sides then rested, and Judge Reed 
stated that the arguments would be made 
and the case given to the jury in the morn­ 
ing. 


CAN IT B E T R U E ’ 


T he 
B ritish G overnm ent C harged w ith 
th e M u rd er of D r. C ronin. 
C hicago, September 18th.—A local paper 
this evening prints a sensational article re­ 
garding the Cronin case. It says the law­ 
yers for the defense claim to be in posses­ 
sion of evidence showiDg that the murder­ 
ers of Dr. Cronin were the paid representa­ 
tives of the English Government, which 
had been duped by Cronin, who was sup­ 
posed by the British authorities to be one 
of their American spies. The form this 
evidence has taken and in which it will be 
presented at the trial on behalf of the de­ 
fense are a number ot letters written by 
Miss Le Caron, daughter cf the notorious 
witness in the Parnell case, to her affianced 
husband in Chicago. These letters have 
been written from London at brief inter­ 
vals ever since Miss Le Caron joined her 
father in that city last winter. 
The story outlined in the letters is to the 
etiect that Le Caron and Burlingham, with 
whom he was in partnership in a drug 
store on the north side, were both British 
spies; that Dr. Cronin learned their real 
character, and in order to maintain fuller 
insight into their plans permitted them 
to think he could be hired. He apparently 
accepted their proposition that he’enter the 
American branch of the English Secret 
Service, and obtained all their information 
without giving any in return. They finally 
became suspicious and sought to obtain 
from him certain papers given him in his 
supposed character of spy. 
He refused to give them up. 
Meanwhile Le Caron was summoned to 
England to testify against Parnell. Bur- 
liDgham was told to obtain from Cronin 
the documents, but Cronin refused to 
vield them, and threatened an exposure of 
the English practices in America. It wa3 
resolved to rob him of the papers, and it 
was in that attempt that the doctor was 
killed. Burlingham has since sold out his 
drug store and disappeared. 
The Evening Journal has the same story 
in substance, and adds that in opposition 
thereto it is claimed that at the proper 
stage of the Cronin trial the prosecution will 
produce as a witness T. J. Kirby, who was 
in Chicago as an agent of the British Gov­ 
ernment some time before the Cronin mur­ 
der, prying into the secrets of the Clan Na 
Gael. 
Le Caron, it is alleged, has revealpd to 
th e A m erican detectives th e nam es o f cer­ 
tain m en on w hom suspicion 
has not 
heretofore rested. 
Industrious researches by a Times re­ 
porter produced the Chicago correspondent 
of Miss LeCaron. His name is George E. 
May, and is a clerk in a sportinp-goods 
establishment. 
Mr. May admitted that he 
had been the recipient of letters from Ger­ 
trude LeCaron. 
“I hate to have my name 
brought into this thine,” said he ; “but I 
pledge you my word there is not even a 
reference made to Dr. Cronin in all the let­ 
ters.” 
Mr. May was certain that Miss LeCaron 
had no other gentleman friend in Chicago 
with whom she corresponded, although he 
was aware she was writing to a young 
lady.
